The Applicant hereby petitions to expunge information from the prosecution history of 
the above-captioned matter 37 CFR §1.59. Applicant submits herewith an electronic payment in 
the amount of $200. as payment of the fee under 37 CFR 1 .17(g). Applicant submits that the 
expungement of the information is appropriate since it is not accurate. 

Applicant requests the following information be expunged from the above-captioned 

matter: 

1. Petition to Accord Application Status Under 37 CFR 1.47(a) filed on October 
1, 2012 and the associated attachments; 

2. Decision on Petition mailed on December 14, 2010; 

3. Request For Reconsideration of Petition Under 37 CFR 1.47(a) and 37 CFR 
1.183 To Waive 37 CFR 1.63 and 1.67 filed on April 14, 201 1 and the associated attachments; 
and 
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4. Decision on Petition mailed April 22, 201 1 . 

The reason for this request to expunge is that the aforementioned Petitions and Decisions 
relate to the inventorship status of Andrew Dean. Andrew Dean was believed to have been 
omitted as an inventor. However, a recently identified Declaration, executed by Andrew Dean 
on February 14, 2001, declares that he is not an inventor. 

Based on a review of the present application file by the undersigned attorney, it appeared 
that Andrew Dean was omitted as an inventor. The reason for the misunderstanding being that 
an unexecuted copy of a declaration included Andrew Dean as an inventor, while the executed 
copy of the declaration did not include Andrew Dean (copies enclosed in the aforementioned 
Petition). An attempt was made to locate each of the inventors, however, the only inventor that 
could be found was Gary Evesson. 

Based on the documents in the present file, the undersigned attorney was under the 
impression that Andrew Dean was erroneously omitted from the executed declaration, which was 
drafted by a previous attorney. 

Applicant's attorney filed the above-mentioned Petitions to add Andrew Dean to the 
present application as a non-signing inventor. (Andrew Dean is unable to be located.) However, 
upon recent review of a related application (09/652,612, now U.S. Patent 7,152,207), which is 
based from, the sam.e two provisional applications (60/163,782 filed November 5, 1999 and 
60/184,300, filed February 23, 2000) the under-signed attorney found a Declaration (copy 
attached) executed by Andrew Dean on February 14, 201 1, stating that he is not an inventor of 
the related application (09/652,612). 

Therefore, since the '612 application derives from the same provisional applications, it is 
now believed that the executed declaration in the present application file, which does not include 
Andrew Dean as an inventor, is correct. 

Applicant respectfully requests the aforementioned four items be expunged from the 
present application file. 

The undersigned declares that all statements made herein of his own knowledge are true 
and that all statements made on information and belief are believed to be true; and that these 
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Statements were made with the knowledge that willful, false statements and the like so made are 
punishable by fine or imprisonment, or both, under Section 1001 of Title 18 of the United States 
Code and that such willful, false statements may jeopardize the validity of the application or any 
patent issuing thereon.
